New Stamp Issue Release Is Posiponed 


Coming as a bit of surprise and 
disappointment to  philatelists was 
the announcement first of the month 
that the new King's Birthday Issue 
of postage stamps to have been re- 
leased June 6th has had to be with- 
held, possibly for three months. 
Reason given is that the words “Post- 
age" and “Postes” do not appear on 
the stamps. In any event the stamps 
were withheld. Some conjecture is 
that the words may be superimposed 
on the stamps but it is more than 
likely that they will be destroyed and 
complete new stamps issued from a 
new design. In the meantime there 
must be thousands of privately ca- 
cheted covers awaiting the stamps 
at the Ottawa P. O. If, as intimated, 
some already had the new stamps 
affixed and the covers with stamps 
on them will have to be desroyed, the 
P. O. furnishing new covers, there 
will be a lot of pretty cachets lost. 
Or will the P. O. remove the stamps 
and replace with the new printing? 
And it looks like some job to us to 
round up all the stamps of this dis- 
carded printing to keep them from 
getting out as philatelic rarities.

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Philatelic Highlight For Winnipeg 


Editor’s Note:—To we Easterners the story of the settlement of 
the Red River Colony attracts as a highlight of pioneering advent- 
ure. Many an Old Ontario school boy envisioned the Red River as 
in the vast distances, marvelled at the hardihood of the colonists, 
their isolation, and imagined dangers from hostile savages. Worked 
into this dark mood he can be pardoned if his boyish mind conjured 
up bloody scenes of battle that may have, he thought, given the 
river its name. Pardon the reminiscence, but the point we wish to 


reach is, that this school boy, perhaps, teday is among the mature 
adult philatelists who will enjoy the following article on postal 
matters of that early period.

Prior to 
1853, as is well known, the only 
regular mails were those of the 


packets of the Hudson’s Bay Comp- 
any which went either via York 
Factory to London or overland to 


gow to London) have been torn off 
and there are no postal markings 
except the Glasgow and London can- 
cellations on the reverse. These let- 
ters were then carried by the Hud- 
son's Bay packet via York Factory to 
the Red River. This confirms the 
opinion expressed elsewhere that all 
mail for the Red River was collected 


= 
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at London during this period. While 
no letters in this correspondence ap- 


pear to have been carried overland 
from Canada via Ste Sault Marie, 
nonetheless, a great deal of mail 


must have been sent by this route. 


The arrival of the first Bishop of 
Rupert’s Land at the Red River in 
1849, brought about agitation for 
increased postal facilities and in the 
Minutes of the Meeting of the 
Council of Assiniboia (the Govern- 
ing Body of the Red River) Jan. 
22nd, 1850, it is proposed “that a 
sufficient sum from the public funds 
be set aside for sending an express 
hence to England via St. Peters or 
the nearest post-town, the bearer to 
bring back all letters and newspapers 
for the Settlement." This was agreed 
to and at the next meeting “The 
President then referred to the motion 
that passed at the last Council, 
concerning extra communication 
between this place and Europe, on 
which the President observed that in 
his conversation with Sir George 
Simpson (Governor of the Hudson’s 
Bay Company) he, Sir George, had 
informed him that £200 (sterling) 
would be requisite for the intended 
communication and if the Council of 
Assiniboia would deposit that sum 
he would ensure them six opportun- 
ities a year of correspondence with 
Europe. After some conversation the 
motion passed at the previous meet- 
ing was cancelled." Nor was Sir 
George’s offer accepted, the reason 
probably being (1) the cost was too 
great, (2) the settlers wished to 
send their mail outside the jurisdic- 
tion of the Hudson’s Bay Company 
or (3) the Company mails were too 
slow. St. Peters, mentioned above, 
was a trade centre in Southern Min- 
nesota. 


However, on November 4th, 1853, 
Wm. Ross is able to say to his 
brother, “Now a likelihood we will 
have a regular monthly mail. We 
(ie. settlers: of the Red River) have 
subscribed the sum of £60 to aid 


the Yankees to carry the mail— 
Adam Klyne is to make the first 
tripL-he starts tomorrow and is 


moreover likely to get the contract." 
The letter concerned is contained in 
an envelope with a single outer 
eircle postmark, SAINTPAUL, Min. 
Ter.—Nov. 28, stamped 10 in black, 


with an exchange mark in blue, 


roughly similar to Boggs type ilc 
(plus 6d). As the “10” appears to 
blackout part of the exchange mark, 
it is suggested by Mr. Frank Camp- 
bell that all markings were put on 
at St. Paul. This letter was ap- 
parently carried on the first regular 
mail sent via the United States to 
Canada. Another dated Dec. 19th, 
1853, but which did not leave the 
Red River until Dec. 28th, (sent via 
Hudson's Bay Company overland Ex- 
press to Canada and postmarked 
Feb. 2, 1854, Ste. Sault Marie) states 
*that the Yankee packet came in 
Saturday;” and again on Jan. 31, 
1854, “The mail starts tommorrow— 
this one (sent via Pembina) may 
reach you before mine sent via Ste. 
Sault Marie.” This would suggest 
that the mails via the United States 
were in satisfactory operation. 


The next letter, carried privately 
to St. Paul and written June 14, 1854, 
has the same St. Paul postmark, 
dated Jul 15, stamped 10 with a 
black oval exchange mark akin to 
Boggs type VIa. Another under the 
date of July 12, 1854, says “notice 
was only given out last night that 
the mail would start this morning". 
It has a circular postmark FORT 
RIPLEY—MIN—July 26, with 10 in 
Mss. and the same exchange mark. 
The next on Nov. 14, 1854, “We have 
received yours of the 9th of Sept- 
ember by Adam Klyne on October 
30th. A collection was made for 
carrying the mail to St. Paul during 
the winter—we will be able to make 
five trips, so that during the winter 
we may expect to have letters reg- 
ularly—all letters will be prepaid”, 
but despite the remark about St. 
Paul, the envelope is postmarked 
“Swan River, M.T. Minnesota, Dec. 
7—paid 10"—all in Mss. It is also 
marked “R.R. Nov. 15th", in long- 
hand, the first Red River marking of 
any kind. Another, sent the same 
day, whieh has the same markings 
and in addition “Via Pembina” says 
“The packet for St. Paul is to go to- 
morrow". An official report of the 


Canadian Post Office Inspector for 
1882 states “In 1853 a mail service 
was organized once per month 


between Fort Garry and Fort Ripley, 
the nearest United States Post and 
it has been generally believed that 
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this was correct. Hargraves “Red 
River” published 1871, contains a 
similar statement. On the other hand 
it would appear from these letters 
that Mr. Klyne's contract called for 
delivery of the mail to St. Paul. This 
opinion is strengthened by the fact 
that the quotations which mentioned 
Klyne are from the letters of Wm. 
Ross, who in all probability had 
much to do with organizing the 
postal services of 1853 and 1854. 
While it is obvious that Klyne did 
not always arrive at St. Paul, the 
evidence is sufficiently strong to in- 
dicate this was his proper destina- 
tion. A settler who did not contribute 
to the “£60” was obliged to pay 5/- 
to send a letter with the Yankee. 


Not long after this, the Council of 
Assiniboia put the mail service via 
the United States to Canada on an 
authorized basis, and named a post- 
master for the Red River. On Feb. 
10, 1855, (two weeks before his 
appointment became official) | Wm. 
Ross writes *I am postmaster and 
in a great hurry— just ready to 
make up the mail.” The cover of 
this letter “a first day" is post- 


marked *Pembina, M.T. Feb. 15/55, 
paid 10 cts.” —all in Mss. This sug- 
gests that there was a post office at 
Pembina before 1857, the date usually 
The 


given for its establishment. 





The old post office referred to in this article, from a photo taken 
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exchange mark in red is similar 
to Boggs type Vb. Ross's salary was 
£5 yearly. From this date, the mails 
were only taken to  Pembina, at 
which point they were exchanged 
for the mail from Canada. They 
were carried by Roger Goullet or 
Goulillais who received 25/- for each 
round trip. 

On Nov. 10th, 1855, Wm. Ross ap- 
plied the manuscript postmark  il- 
lustrated above and it is believed 
that this was the first occasion on 
which it was used, and also that it 
has not been previously described 
in a philatelie publication. It is noted 
on eight or nine covers between 
Nov. 10, 1855 and Mar. 10, 1856, and 
is identical on all. The short period 
of use is explained by the unexpected 
death of Ross in April or May 1856 
at the age of 31, just after he had 
been reappointed postmaster at £6 
per annum. None of his successors 
appears to have used a postmark. 
The remaining covers are all marked 
PAID 10 (except one PAID 20) as 
above, varied or in one instance ap- 


parently no exchange marking and 
“Pembina” is present on some and 
not on others. There are slight dif- 
ferenees in the PAID 10 which may 


have been stamped at Chicago. 


The post office from which these 
letters were mailed was the subject

winter of 1945 when the building had to be moved to make way for a large 


modern warehouse. (See Popular Stamps for April, 


1945).

Winnipeg has spent over $7,200 in restoring this building for posterity.

of a brief review in P.S. a year or 
two ago. It has since been moved to 
the site of old Fort Douglas across 
the street from the present  C.P.R. 
station, renovated and repaired, and 
used once again as a post office, 
during Winnipeg's 75th Anniversary 
Celebrations, June  6th-11th, 1949. 
In future it will serve as a museum 
for relies of the Red River Days. 
Through the owners of the covers 
the writer has been enabled to trace 
the old desk which Wm. Ross used 
in his post office, also the scales for 
weighing the letters and four chairs 
which were in the part of the build- 
ing used as his home. All these items 
have been turned over to the Histor- 
ical Society and they are to be put 
back in their original location. They 





have been donated by the present 
owner, a great-grandson of Wm. 
Ross. 

I am deeply indebted to Nat

VISIT JEFFREY COLLECTION

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Obituary 


DR. LEWIS L. REFORD 


Canadian Philately suffered a 
great loss when Dr. Lewis L. Reford, 
of Montreal, passed away in that 
city May 31st following a 
illness. Perhaps unequalled for 
knowledge of Early Canadian 
stamps he had been recognized as 
an authority on such over the past 
thirty years. He was the possessor of 
many classic Canadian philatelic 
items, many of which are illustrated 
in Jarrett's 1929 B.N.A. book and 
other publications. Mr. V. G. Greene, 
of Toronto, in his series on Out- 
standing Canadian Philatelists ap- 
pearing in P.S. last year gave a 
biographie sketch of Dr. Reford in 
our issue of October, 1948. He had 
made a close study of the pence and 
1859 issue and collaborated with 
Senator Calder in the latter’s out- 
standing series on “Some Phases of 
the Canada '59 Issue.” He was one 
of the few Canadians who was a 
Fellow of the Royal Philatelic Soc- 
iety, London, England. To the many 
Canadian Philatelists of serious and 
long standing study Dr. Reford's ac- 
complishments in this line will be 
well-known. What may not be so 
well-known is the regard in which he 
was held in the field of everyday af- 
fairs. In this respect we reproduce 
the following from The Montreal 
Star of May 31st. 


Dr. Lewis L. Reford, youngest 
son of the late Mr. and Mrs. Robert 
Reford, died today at the Western 
Division of the General Hospital, in 
his 7ist year, after lengthy illness. 

Edueated in Montreal at private 
schools and at McGill University, he 
graduated in arts in 1900 and in 
medieine in 1904. After interning for 
two years at the Montreal General 
Hospital, he spent five years in post 
graduate studies, first at the Johns 
Hopkins Hospital in Baltimore under 
the late Dr. Harvey Cushing and 
later at several surgical centres in 
Germany. On his return to Montreal 
in 1911 he was appointed to the 
surgical staff of the Royal Victoria 
Hospital. 


In 1915 he married Jean McIntyre, 
the youngest daughter of the late 
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Mr. and Mrs. Duncan McIntyre, of 
Montreal. 

During the first World War he 
served overseas from 1915 to 1919 in 
the Royal Canadian Army Medical 
Corps, being an original officer of 
No. 3 Canadian General Hospital 
(MeGill). 

Maintaining throughout his life 
his interest in neurosurgery, Dr. Re- 
ford was one of those first consulted 
by the late Dr. Archibald when it 
was proposed that a centre for the 
study of neurology and neurosurgery 
be established in Montreal, and sub- 
sequently he was one of those whose 
generosity led to the building of the 
Montreal Neurological Institute at 
McGill University. 


A great interest in natural history 
led him, with his friend the late 
Dwight W. Brainerd, to build up a 
fine entomological collection. He was 
a supporter of the Province of Que- 
bec Association for the Protection of 
Fish and Game; and as a member of 
the Atlantic Salmon Association, 
which was formed for the protection 
of the Gaspe salmon, his knowledge 
of the habits and migrations of those 


-fish was invaluable. 


Known as one of the foremost 
philatelist of this country, his inter- 
est in his famous collection of rare 
Canadian stamps never waned; and 
his wide knowledge of plants and 
flowers was manifested in his own 
beautiful gardens and in the develop- 
ment of the Montreal Botanical 
Garden in connection with which he 
was until recently a member of the 
board. 

Possessing’ to an unusal degree the 
gift of friendship, Dr. Reford’s gen- 
erosity and kindness endeared hina 
to a vast circle of friends in all walks 
of hfe. He was a member of the 
Zeta Psi Fraternity and St. Paul’s 
Masonic Lodge; and belonged, among 
other organizations, to the Mount 
Royal, the University and the Kan- 
awaki Golf Clubs. 

Surviving him are his wife, one 
brother, R. W. Reford; two sisters, 
Mrs. Hartland B. MacDougall and 


Mrs. W. H. Clark-Kennedy: six 
nephews and three nieces; all of 
Montreal.

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The Jeffery Collection 
BY J. HOWARD CROCKER 
The Jeffery Stamp Collection hous- decided to mount, bring up to date 


ed in the Lawson Memorial Library 
of the University of Western Ontario 
is one of the most treasured pos- 
sessions of the institution. Albert O. 
Jeffery, the original donor of this 
collection, was born in the Township 
of London, July 5, 1857. Of Empire 
Loyalist stock, he was educated in 
London and called to the Ontario bar 
in 1878. Dr. Jeffery’s public interests 
were varied and he rendered valuable 
civic service as a member of the Lon- 
don Public Schools Board and the 
Public Library Board. He was ap- 
pointed Queen's Counsel by the Ont- 
ario Government in 1898. From 1920 
until his death on June 6, 1928, he 
was president of the London Life 
Insurance Company. 


Dr. Jeffery was interested in phila- 
tely throughout his life and after his 
death his expressed wishes were car- 
ried out in the gift of his collection 
to the library of the University of 
Western Ontario. There were  suf- 
ficient funds also provided for the 
construetion of a stamp cabinet and 
for the proper mounting of the 
stamps. The original collection has 
been extended and carried forward by 
grants from the Board of Governors 
of the University and by gifts from 
others interested in the development 
of the collection. 


The board of trustees was appoint- 
ed by the University: Chairman, Pro- 
fessor Fred Landon, Messrs. James 
A. Campbell of the London Life In- 
surance Company and J. Howard 
Crocker as Secretary. 


Blueprints and specifications from 
the Smithsonian Institution at Wash- 
ington D.C. were kindly loaned and a 
stamp cabinet, containing seventy- 
five double-faced panels, twenty-two 
by twenty-eight inches, was com- 
pleted. In 1934 selection and mount- 
ing of stamps began. 


While Dr. Jeffery’s collection was 
general in scope it was clear that two 
of the collections were outstanding, 
namely the United States of America 
and the Canadian with England and 
the Dominions. It was, therefore, 


and maintain these two collections. 
It was further decided that any 


subsequent gifts of stamps to the 
collection should be acknowledged 
and credit given by having the 


donor’s name inscribed on the panel 
of the exhibit. In 1934, for example, 
the London Stamp Club donated a 
panel containing all the Canadian 
issues for 1932-4. 


During the last three years Mr. 
Henry P. Graves of Geneva, New 
York, has supplied the collection with 
all the United States commemora- 
tives and three of his panels have 
been mounted. The trustees secured 
complete sets of the British Colonies 
of the Jubilee of King George V and 
a set of King George VI Coronation. 

Recent notable additions to the eol- 
lection have been: 


1. A panel of stamps and covers 

commemorating the  centenary of 
postage stamps in England. 
2. A memorial panel showing a 
sheet of the Alexander Graham Bell 
stamps, a fine photgraph of Mr. Bell 
in the centre with a picture of the 
homestead in Brantford and another 
picture of Graham Bell standing on 
the steps of the Bell Memorial Monu- 
ment in Brantford. 

5. As President Roosevelt was a 
world famous stamp collector, the 
trustees considered that an historical 
panel in the United States exhibit 
would be desirable. A photograph of 
President Roosevelt seated at his 
desk examining stamps was secured 
and the collection of memorial 
stamps issued by seventeen different 
nations at the time of his death were 
included. 

The aim of the trustees is to secure 
and mount all stamps which have 
been issued in Canada and the Unit- 
ed States as well as Great Britain 
and the Dominions. The stamps in 
the original collection which were not 
needed have been disposed of and the 
money thus raised has been used to 
fill in the vacant spaces. 

The library has established the 
poliey of acquiring stamp literature, 
catalogues, magazines and books on 
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the subject of philately to supplement 
the collection. In addition to a set of 
Seott's catalogues many early Can- 
adian philatelie journals have been 
presented to the library by Dr. L. 
Seale Holmes, of London. 

The collection has proved itself of 
value in the undergraduate student 
life of the University, for the 
students have organized a stamp 
club which meets twice a month for 
stamp talks and exchange. 

The collection may be seen by the 
publie during library hours. 


METER NEWS AND NOTES 
By M. L. Brown, Rutland, Sask. 


An interesting but small group 
of Canadian meters are those num- 
bered 04000 to 04018. This group was 
first used in 1934 and I have noticed 
two numbers stil appearing this 
year. Others may still be in use as 


well. Numbers still unknown are 
04009, 04013, and 04014. These 
machines only print one value thus 


resembling our first type of meter 
used in Canada. Among the values 
known on these machines is a one 
half cent green on meter 04015. This 
is the only case I know of in which 
a Canadian meter machine was 
equipped to print that value. There 
are three sub-types in this group 
with the machine number reading (1) 
Metre No. on 04000-04003 (2) Metre 
on 04004-04012 (3) Meter-Compteur 
on 04016-04018 Many slogans are to 
be found and Return Postage Pre- 
paids are also known. 

or those interested in Military 
cancellations it may be of interest to 
mention that N.P.O. 1113 and N.P.O. 
617 may be found on meters. The 
first mentioned is on meter numbers 
140031 and 1400231 while the latter 
is on 84038. Another navy townmark 
reads “Victoria H.M.C. Dockyard. 
B.C.” and is also on 140081. 

Our meters are usually found in 
red. However, green, blue and purple 
are quite common, while brown, yel- 
low and orange are fairly scarce. I 
just received an orange one on meter 


84962 from Windsor, Ontario, my 
first in a number of years. 
Slogans of interest are ‘Much 


Crippling is Preventable! Correct De- 
formities Early” from Toronto on 
meter 140581; “Building A Better 
Canada” from Montreal on number 


144044; “Air Mail” from Brantford 
on meter 143577; and from Victoria 
on meter 54023 “Plan Now! Vacation 
in British Columbia, Canada". 

A variation in the usual townmark 
is North Vancouver and British Col- 
umbia in full but in very small print 
due to lack of space. Also have seen 
several errors lately. In the one case 
the townmark was upside down and 
in the other the slogan both of which 
are rather scarce items although 
errors in dates are quite common. 

Since last writing on meters used 
by Family Allowances Branch I have 
received information on those used 
in Quebec, British Columbia, and 
Nova Scotia. All seem to use the 
same slogans with the exception of 
Quebec which as yet has been blank. 
Slogans used in addition to those 
mentioned last time are “All Growing 
Children Need Vitamin D”; “Family 
Allowances are for your Children”; 
“Good Health Your Greatest Asset”; 
“Watch Your Child's Winter Diet".

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The 50-Cent Edward of 1908 


BY F. WALTER POLLOCK 


In POPULAR STAMPS for May, 
1949, Aubrey Kelson writes about 
and illustrates an imaginary variety 
of the 50-cent Edward of 1908, ask- 


ing “whether there were two sep-. 
arate printings of this stamp.” 
Boggs says that there were, in 


fact, two printings, but he may or 
may not be right; he also says that 
600,000 copies of this stamp were 
issued, whereas the official record is 
only 500,000. 


But so far as this “variety” is con- 


cerned, it would not matter in the 
slightest, whether there were one, 
two, or twenty  printings; in fact, 


the question in itself implies lack of 
knowledge of the methods and  pro- 
cesses involved in recess printing 
from engraved plates. 


As is well known, the Edward VII 
design stemmed from a master die, 
from which in turn, a working die 
was made for each denomination; 
the design and main details of all 
values are therefore alike. For the 
50-cent stamp, there was one die, and 
one plate, of 200 subjects, divided 
into two panes of 100 subjects each. 
Regardless of the number of print- 
ings, only one plate served for the 
entire job, and although I have not 
seen, and cannot hope to see, the 
half-million copies that were print- 
ed, I will say positively that no 
genuine, unretouched copy of this 
stamp—or of any stamp of any value 
in this series—shows a solid back- 
ground of color behind the letttering 
in the broad oval which surrounds 
the portrait. 

The background of the lettering 
consists of cross-hatching, deeply 
cut and with the lines close together, 
so that a superficial examination ac- 
knowledges the success of the ap- 
parent intention to create the im- 
pression of solidity. But a sufficient- 
ly strong glass will reveal the hori- 
zontal and the vertical lines, and the 
small white squares which these 
lines form. 

For some of the low values, of 
course, the plates were used so much 
that wear is apparent, the  cross- 
hatching being fully evident to the 
unaided eye, and a very desirable 


plate variety of the 5-cent stamp 
shows this cross-hatching strength- 
ened by plate retouching—Boggs cat- 
alogs the worn plate variety, but not 
the much rarer retouch variety. 

But wear would not be a factor in 
the case of the 50-cent value, as only 
2,500 impressions from the plate 
were necessary; however, minor var- 
iations would oceur according to the 
consistency of the ink, the degree of 
wetness of the paper, and the amount 
of ink removed in the wiping stage. 

This “Dinky Daymus Variety” is, 
therefore, exceedingly “dinky”; not 
a true variety at all, in the  phila- 
telic sense of the word, but merely a 
trivial printing variation. 


DESTROYS F.D. COVERS 
OF BIRTHDAY ISSUE 


(From Ottawa Journal of June 1st) 


The Post Office Department was 
busy Tuesday destroying hundreds 
of precious “First Day Covers" bear- 
ing stamps of the King's Birthday 
issue which have since been cancelled 
because of an error in design. 

If released, the stamps would have 
been a rare possession for collectors 
receiving the envelopes, because of 
the limited number of stamps avail- 
able. 

Instead, the Post Office will pro- 
vide new envelopes bearing new cor- 
rected stamps and send them out to 
collectors, June 6, 

Hundreds of sheets of the “old” 
issue had been printed when it was 
discovered the important word *Post- 
age" was missing from the design. 





Editor’s Note—This omission of 
word “Postage” on recent commem- 
oratives was mentioned in a Letter 
to Editor in last issue of P.S. 
Whether or not this is the reason to 
withdraw first printing of the Birth- 
day issue we do not know. Perhaps 
it was through fact that this issue is 
replacing the regular issue and not 
just a temporary issue like a com- 
memorative that mention of  *Post- 
age" on the stamps is desirable.

To us who have confined 
ourselves mostly to Canadian stamps 
in latter years, this sending of 
stamps brought back memories of 
early days of general collecting. Per- 
haps specializing makes us forget 
that there are interesting stamps of 
other countries besides our specialty. 
We forget the importance of these 
other countries. Forget that they 
have an important place in world af- 
fairs—that they, too, have extensive 
empires. This refresher in memories 
through receipt of these stamps 
makes us realize that those special- 
ists in Br. Colonies, French or Portu- 
gese Colonies have an interesting and 
enjoyable field. The Portugese 
stamps received number some nice 
pieces of art.
